Population Set 
At 12,389 

According to the Los An¬ 
geles Regional Plann i n g 
Commission the population 
of Sierra Madre stood at 
12,368 as of January 1, 1979. 

Whether this figure will 
hold up is of course anyone’s 
guess as the 1980 census is 
now in progress and the full 
report will not be available 
for several months, but the 
figures will most probably 
vary to a great extent. 

The Los Angeles Regional 
Planning Commission keeps 
a rolling account of popula¬ 
tion through the birth - 
death tabulation, and these 
figures are generally used 
for such allocations as sales 
tax, gas tax and other state 
funding that is .available on 
a per capita basts. Its true 
accuracy cannot be verified, 
but considered well within 
the "ball park” for city 
figures. 

At the .same time the 
Planning Commission stated 
that Sierra Madre had a to¬ 
tal of 4663 housing units, 
which includes apartments, 
homes, condominiums and 
living quarters within the 
city limits, as of the same 
date. 

The report further stated 
that Los Angeles County 
had an increase of 63,000 in 
population with the total 
standing at 7,140,5(K) as of 
(hat date. 

In the area of housing, 
I,os Angeles County added 
29.(XX) units during the year 
1978 and brought the total 
number of units to 2.784,232 
as of January 1, 1979. 

The report went on to say 
that Sierra M.adre had a pop¬ 
ulation increase of 2.1 per 
cent, all of which can dras¬ 
tically change when the new 
1980 census figures are 
available.

As we explained to the 
readers in a recent issue, a 
deal was made between the 
City Council and the state of 
California for a sum of 
money, being $35,000, for the 
reconstruction of Kersting 
Court and a. portion of Sier¬ 
ra Madre Boulevard. The 
■State was using Gas Tax 
money and refused to give 
(he money to the city of 
Sierra Madre as long as the 
tliree pepper trees rema.lned 
in the area. Report after re- 
))ort states that the "trees 
must go,” but they stand to¬ 
day, which is 29 years later, 
evidence of the fact that the 
transition was made but 
they were spared. 

The one in front of the 
Sierra Madre News Office in 
the little red projection is 
the area that was .known as 
"Hopper Park.” Byron Hop¬ 
per was a jeweler in the 
building and kept the area 
watered and with flowers. 

Above Is a diagram sub¬ 
mitted by Manuel de La 
Torres, which to us was very 
good submission: why it was 
never followed through with 
is a complete mystery. We

Library Trustees Asks For 
Your Help In SB - 958 


Dear Edior: 

The Trustees of the Sierra 
Madre Library have asked 
me, as the member respon¬ 
sible for public relations, to 
write up a little something 
on SB 958 — the pending 
State library relief bill — in 
the hope that you might care 
to ruh a little story about it. 

Our state Senate has 
passed, and the Assembly is 
considering, a bill — SB 958 
— that may bring some re¬ 
lief to our hard-pressed Sier¬ 
ra Madre Library if it be¬ 
comes law. 

, We need help beca.use in 
these days of tight City fi¬ 
nances ’■here just is not 
enough City money to keep 
the Library going. The roo' 
leaks; the air conditioner i.-^ 
so old and rickety it will 
have to be replaced; our 
Librarian, Mary Tumilty, re¬ 
ports that she has stopped 
sending old books that need 
mending to the binders, and 
will n ot be ordering any 
new books at all until the 
beginning of the next fiscal 
year. 

Under this bill, which i^' 
now before the Ways and 
Means Committee, Sacra - 
monto will give our library 
one dollar for every four 
dollars wo raise here in 
Sierra Madre. There is a 
limit. The state thinks that 
reasonable library servi c e 
ought not to cost more than 
$11 per person each year. So 
the most it will give Sierra 
Madre is 20 per cent of that, 
or $2.20 for each Sierra Ma¬ 
drean. But there are about 
12 thousand of us. So if tlie 
hill passes, and the City can 
come up with its share, per- 
liajis Mary 'Turnility can 
start mending old hooks and 
buying new ones again. 

’There is just one catch. 
Written into the bill is the 
proviso that it automatically 
becomes inoperative if Pro¬ 
position 9 passes. That is 
because there isn't going to 


be any state money for lib- 
laries and many other things 
if .State revenue from tlie 
income tax is cut in half. 

Perhaps we should add 
that citizens who want to 
see SB 958 pass should 
write at once to the Honor¬ 
able Daniel Boiitwri g h t, 
Chairman Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee, State 
Capitol, Sacramento 95814.

The actual date of a state’s primary is not fixed con¬ 
stitutionally in all the .states as is the presidential elec¬ 
tion, which is the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
Novemlier. State legislatures have the ix)wer to determine 
when their state will hold a presidential primary or caucus, 
and it is not uncommon to see a state hold the Republi¬ 
can primary on one date and the Dem(x?ratic primary on 
another. 

Usually the date of the primary is determined in such 
a way as to have some influence on the tide of the primary 
ck-ction results. For example, .some political observers think 
it advantageous for the election dates to be early in order 
to identify the clear front-piuiner. Others believe it good 
strategy to hold the primary near or on the same date as 
other state primaries to either diffuse or enhance the 
strength of a particular candidate, depenidi.ng on the re- 
.sults. Although the state of New Hampshire has tradi¬ 
tionally been the state where the first presidential primary 
ek'ction is held each presidential election year, other .states 
are trying to beat the New Hampshire date by holding 
party election, albeit unofficial, to take some of the signi¬ 
ficance away from New Hampshire. This latter case vva.i 
seen in 197!) in Florida where an unofficial ".straw vote” 
of both parties’ delegates was taken to determine who 
might win the Florida primary, which would not bo held 
until several months later in March 1980. The straw vote 
was a big media event but had no direct bearing in dele¬ 
gate selechion. 

Many states without presidential primarit's in the up¬ 
coming election will choose their delegates tlirough a 
many-layered caucus process, which usually begins with 
open (but often lightly attended) meetings at the pre- 
cinch level and conckidc's with the elechion of national cton- 
vontion delegates weeks later at .district and state con¬ 
ventions. 

Those who say the current presidential nominating 
.system should be left untouched believe it allows the 
voters to study a field of candidates in many different 
.settings. Also, it allows a litle-known candidates to emerge 
as the nominee. 

In the House, where all 435 seats come up every two 
years, the lineup is 276 Democrats and 159 Republicans. 

Although it’s really too early to accurately predict 
a measiirable shift in the parties’ balance, some political 
analysts believe the country’s trend toward conservatism 
will be reflected in the outcome of the congressional elec¬ 
tion. Others view the current strength of many Democrat 
incumbents as blunting this trend. 

The following states will have senatorial races in 
1980: Arizona, Alaska, Colorado, California, Connecticut, 
Florida, Indiana, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Idaho, Iowa, Kan- 
sa.s. New Hampshire, Mis.souri, Kentucky, Utah, Ohio, Ha 
waii, Soutti Carolina, New York, .Nevada, Vermont, Loui¬ 
siana, South Dakota, Washington, Maryland, North Caro¬ 
lina Wisconsin, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Georgia, 
Alabama and North Dakota. 

Thirteen states will elect governors. Those states are:
